Education is important, and at Shelton State you can complete your first two years of college. Then

Many Shelton students go on to the University of Alabama. The University requires students to take 

its CORE Curriculum. At Shelton State, a student can take all the CORE courses necessary to com¬ 
plete the first two years of college. 

In addition to college transfer programs, Shelton offers two-year programs designed to prepare students 
for specific occupations. Shelton State offers these occupational programs in business, secretarial science, 
nursing. Also, in connection with the UAB Regional Technical Institute in Birmingham, Shelton offers 
a large number of allied health programs such as physical therapy and medical laboratory technology.

Association. Shelton State and the arts have become synonymous in West Alabama. Shelton offers classes 
in acting and theatre and is closely involved with the productions of the Tuscaloosa Community Players 
and the Punch and Judy Players. Shelton is also a member of the Bama Theatre Star Series and other 

area cultural projects. 

The music department at Shelton sponsors groups such as the Shelton Singers, Ensemble, Gospel 
Choir, and the Jazz Ensemble. The art department offers a variety of courses in painting, drawing, 

ceramics, and design.
